E have receiv'd a Confirmation of 
Arrival of the Emperors Pleni- 


Sotentiaties and the Minifters of the 
«States General, ac Schemnitz: They 
Ooowere ‘condudted into the Town 
by 300. of. Prince Ragorski’s Horfc, and receiv'd by 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Malecontents with all the 
‘Marks of Honour that could be defir'd: But none 
of the Preliminaries ‘of the Treaty are yer fettled. 
‘The Emperor to facilitate an Accommodation, has 
rolong’d the Sufpenfion of Arms till the end of this 
‘Month. Thote of the Malecontents that are Pro- 
teftants, in particular Monfieutr Oskay, infift pe- 
remptorily that the Jefuits be,oblig’d to depart the 
Kingdom of Hungary, that all. the Lands or Effects 
the Emperor has given them fince the laft War. with 
the Turks, be. reftor’d to the Perfons who were de- 
fpoil’d of the fame; and ‘that his Imperial Majefty 
caufethe Treaty concerning Religion made at Oedem- 
jourg to be executed. We have Advice from Tran- 
vania, that a lirtle before the Publication of the 
former Sufpenfion of Arms, General#Rabutin who 
commands in that Principality defeated a ftrong Body 
of or taking a confiderable 
Number of them. We have Advice from Belgrade, 
that 25 Frenchmen are arriv’d thee, with a, very 
confiderable Sum of Money, to endeavour, by tam- 
pering with the chief Leaders of the Malecontents, 
wholly to obftrudt the Treaty of Accommodation, if 
poilible: And we are well affur'd the French Mini- 
fter at the Porre leaves no Stone unturn’d co induce 
the Turkifh Court to break the Truce. The Empe- 
ror has promoted Collonel Virmont, the Count of 
Herberftein, and Montieur Bibra Major General in 
the Falatin Troops, to the Poft of Imperial Major 
Generals. The 15th inftant Monfeur Harboe a Da- 
nifh Lieutenant General arriv'd here, 
nefs relating to the Troops of that ‘Nation that are. 
in his Imperial Majefty’s. Service. General Heifter 
continues in this Cicy, and. will tarry here till the 
Conferences ar Scheminitz are ended: Mean time Re- 
cruits are {ert daily to the Body of Troops that is:

2 Rivers, within the fame diftance, te be funk. 
Tis rted his Majefty defigns to pafs the Viftula, 
over a Bridge of Boats which his Majefty has caus'd 
to be laid fome Leagues below this City ; and that 
his Majefty has difpatch’d Orders to all the Troops 
he has in Podlachia and Great Poland to eome and 
joyn him forthwith. Suppofing this Report to ‘be 
true, ‘tis wholly uncertain whether he will match 
with ‘all his Forces into Pruffia, or to Cracow ; or 
whether he will only make a ftand in our Neighbour- 
hood againft the Swedes who are moving this way in 
Columns, along the Viftula, and whofe foremoft 
roops are faid to be advonc’d within 9 Lcagues of 
this Place. The Pope’s Nuncio is gone from hence, 
to wait uron King Auguftus in his Camp: Whence 
he will proceed to Dantzick to vifit the Cardinal Pri- 
mate, and endeavour to perfect a Reconciliation be- 
tween his Eminency and King Auguftus. ' 
Warfaw, Ottob. 17. The Inhabirants of this City 
are in a great Confternation, upon the confirm’d Ad- 
vice we have receiv’d that the Swedes are in full 
March this way. The King has fent Order to Ge- 
neral Brand to draw off from before Pofnania, and 
come and joya him with all Expedition, with the 
Body of Troops he commands. The Bithop of Culm, 
the Palatin of Ruffia, and fome other Perfons of Qua- 
lity are gone to Pruffia: The Bithop of Lucovia 
tarrys with the King.
